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Introduction 



When learning to knit, you need to understand 
how knitting is created and what tools you 
will need. To make a flat piece of knitting, you 
work with two needles and a continuous 
length of yarn, which can be natural fibres, 
such as wool, cotton or silk, or manmade 
ones, such as nylon or acrylic. The finished 
pieces are then stitched together to make a 
garment or other project. If you want to make 
a tubular item like socks, without seams, you 
need to use four double-pointed needles. 

The projects in this book are starred in 
terms of complexity, but none of them is 



difficult. The introduction to each garment 
explains those suitable for first-time knitters. 

The materials and tools you will need 
include the yarn and the knitting needles, 
plus some basic sewing, cutting and 
measuring equipment. The look of your 
knitting will be determined to a large extent 
by the chosen yarn and the types of stitches 
used. Today, there are many different kinds 
of yarn available, including all forms of fancy 
and novelty yarns. In this book, we have 
chosen standard yarns that knit up well and 
keep their shape after washing.

Four different yarns are used in this book. From 
left to right: 4-ply cotton.

Nylon Also manmade, this fibre also lacks 
the springiness of wool but is relatively 
inexpensive. 

Blended fibres Most spinners now blend 
different fibres to produce attractive yarns 
with textural effects, known as novelty yarns. 

Yarn weight and ply Yarn is created 
from single spun threads or strands which 
are then twisted together. The ensuing yarn 
is referred to as 2 ply (2 strands). 3 ply (3 
strands) or 4 ply (4 strands). Fine 2-ply or 3- 
ply yarns take a long time to knit, so 4 ply is 
nowadays the finest yarn generally used. 
Double-knitting (DK) yarns are about twice 
the thickness of 4-ply yarns, and chunky 
yarns are generally twice as thick as double- 
knitting. and are ideal for outdoor wear. 





Needle types and 






sizes 



Knitting needles come in a range of sizes, 
from very fine to really fat (see list opposite). 
A range of materials are used for them, 
including steel, plastic and, most recently, 
bamboo (as shown below). It is important to 
choose needles that feel comfortable in your 
hands, and that allow the stitches to slide 
along easily. 

The type of yarn and style of pattern will 
determine the needle size you use. 



Generally, most garments require an 
average-size needle. The edges on a 
garment are often knitted in a rib stitch on 
a size smaller needle than the main body, 
as this gives the ribbing extra elasticity. 

If you are knitting seamless garments, 
you will need to use four needles, rather 
than two (see page 13). Garments with 
more stitches than usual may require a 
special circular needle (see below centre). 




Sets of four double-pointed 
needles (left) are used for 
tubular knitting and come in the 
full range of sizes. 



Right are a sample of mid-range 
needle sizes and below a 
circular needle, used when a 
^ large number of stitches are 
required - for example, for a 
scarf knitted lengthways.

Notes for patterns 

The patterns in this book are graded as easy 
(Ol. intermediate (OO) and advanced 
(OOOl. Novice knitters should start with 
those marked O. 

Abbreviations generally used in all 
patterns are given on page 78. 



To make a successful hand-knitted garment 
to the chosen size, it is essential that you 
work to the stated tension - the correct 
number of stitches and rows over a lOcm 
(4in) square. To check that your own 
tension is the same as that of the pattern, 
you need to make a small sample square 
approximately 12cm (Sin) in size BEFORE you 
start to knit a pattern. You then smooth out 
the sample square, taking care not to stretch 
the fabric, and count the stitches and rows to 
10cm (4in). 

If there are fewer rows and stitches to 
10cm (4in) than those specified in your 
pattern, your own tension is too loose, and 
you therefore need to use a size smaller 
needle. If you have too many stitches and 
rows, your tension is too tight, and a size 
larger needle will be needed. 
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Casting on 



To make the very first loops on your needles, 
you cast on’ stitches. There are several 
methods, but all of them require you, in the 
first place, to create an initial loop on your 
needle. A commonly used technique is 
shown here. All cast-on loops should be 
made as evenly as possible. Avoid casting on 
too tightly. The cast-on stitches should slide 
freely on the needle. 




MAKING THE FIRST LOOP 

1 Wrap the yarn around the first and second 
fingers of one hand. 

^ 2 Place the tip of the needle under the front 

loop and draw the back loop through the 
’ front one. 

3 Withdraw your fingers from the loop, 

^ then tighten it on the needle to form the 

first stitch.

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THUMB CAST-ON 

This is a common, and easy, method of 
casting on. The tail end of the yarn is held in 
the right hand and the ball end of the yarn 
(also called the working yarn) is held in the 
left hand. 



1 With the initial loop on the needle, held in 
the right hand, hold the working yarn in the 
palm of the left hand, as shown, passing it 
around the thumb. If necessary to keep the 
loop on the needle in place, hold the tail end 
of the yarn with the right hand. Pass the tip 
of the needle from front to back under the 
front strand of yarn on the thumb as shown 
by the arrow. 

2 With the strand of yarn around your thumb 
caught by the needle, gently slip your left 
thumb out of the loop. 



3 Tighten the new loop on the needle, but 
make sure it will still glide along the needle. 
You have now made the second cast-on loop. 

4 Reinsert your left thumb under the 
working yarn to begin the next cast-on loop. 
Continue to cast on stiches by repeating 
steps 1 through 3. 
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CHAIN-EDGE CAST-ON 

This cast-on method gives a looser edge 
than the thumb cast-on, although it can be 
tightened to create a firmer, more elastic 
edge by knitting into the back of the 
stitches on the next row. (If you are a 
complete beginner, turn to pages 14 and 15 
before you try this cast-on to find out how 
to hold the needles and yarn.) 

1 Make a starting loop on the needle as 
already described (see page 10) and hold 
this needle in your left hand. Hold the ball 
end of the yarn and the other needle in 
your right hand. Insert the right needle 
through the loop as shown and pass the 
yarn around the tip. 

2 With the tip of the right needle, pull the 
yarn through the loop on the left needle to 
create a new loop on the right needle. 

3 Transfer this new loop onto the left 
needle, by inserting the tip of the left 
needle from right to left through the front 
of the loop. Withdraw the right needle, then 
reinsert it through the loop just made, as 
shown, to start the next cast-on stitch. 
Repeat steps 1 through 3 to cast on as 
many stitches as you need. 
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Working with four needles 



When you want to knit a tube, 
without a seam, you use four needles 
rather than two. When you knit, you simply 
work clockwise around three needles, using 
the fourth as the working needle. First, of 
course, you have to cast on stitches onto 
three of the four needles. A chain-edge cast- 
on is recommended. 




Cast on with four needles 

1 Using the chain-edge cast-on, cast on the 
stitches onto one needle, then divide them 
evenly between the three needles. 

2 To start to knit, arrange the three needles 
in a triangle. The working yarn will be at the 
end of the third needle. 

3 Loosely knot a coloured thread around the 
needle next to the working yarn to mark the 
start of the rounds. Then start to knit with 
the fourth needle, closing the cast-on 
triangle when knitting through the first stitch 
on the first needle. 
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Knitting basics

There are only two basic stitches in knitting: 
knit and purl. All knitted fabrics are nnade 
using combinations, or variations, of these 
stitches. 

To begin, you need to learn how to hold 
your needles and yarn. Most garments are 
knitted with two needles (see page 13 to 
create tubular knitting with four needles). If 
you are right handed, hold the needle with 
the existing stitches in your left hand and the 
working needle and yarn in your right hand. 
Most people thread the yarn through the 
right hand, with the ball end of the yarn 




around the little finger, under the third and 
fourth fingers, and over the forefinger, which 
controls the movement of the yarn. 
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Continental knitting 



A different method of holding the yarn, 
known as Continental knitting, is preferred 
by some. With practice, it can make knitting 
quicker. In it, the left hand controls the yarn 
and the right hand controls the needle. The 
hands are held over the top of the work, and 
the left needle is held between the thumb 
and second finger, leaving the left hand 
index finger free to work the yarn, which is 
looped around the finger. 

How to work the knit stitch 

1 Keeping the yarn at the back of the work, 
insert the tip of the right needle into the 
front of the first stitch on the left needle. 
Grab the working yarn with the tip of the 
right needle and pull it through to the front. 

2 Allow the stitch on the left needle to slip 
off. leaving a new stitch on the right needle. 
Continue in this way to the end of the row. 
Then turn to start the next row. 

How to work the purl stitch 

3 Keeping the working yarn at the front of 
the work, insert the right needle from right 
to left through the front of the first stitch on 
the left needle. 

4 Take the yarn over and around the needle, 
then pull it through to the back of the work, 
controlling the work as shown. Slip the old 
stitch off the left needle, leaving a new stitch 
on the right needle. Continue in this way. 
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Knit stitch 



Stocking stitch is created by working knit and purl 
rows alternately. The knit side is the right side. 



are formed by inserting the tip of the knitting 
needle through from front to back of each 
stitch, passing the yarn around the needle 
and drawing a loop through. 



How to work the knit stitch 

1 Insert the tip of the right needle through 
the first loop on the left needle, from front to 
back. Then wrap the working yarn around the 
tip of the right needle. 



2 Pull the tip of the right needle and the 
yarn through the loop on the left needle. 



3 Slip the old loop off the left needle to 
complete the stitch. Continue knitting 
stitches in this way until all the stitches on 
the left needle have been knitted onto the 
right needle. You have now completed one 
row of the knit stitch. 



This is the first stitch you learn and is 
abbreviated in knitting patterns as k. It 
creates a simple ridged fabric known as 
garter stitch when worked on its own. When 
worked in alternate rows with purl stitch 
(opposite), it forms a smooth textured stitch 
known as stocking stitch (right). Knit stitches 
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Purl stitch 



This is the second stitch to learn and is very 
similar to the knit stitch. If all rows are 
purled a garter stitch fabric is created. When 
purl rows are combined alternately with knit 
rows, they form stocking stitch. The purl side 
of the stocking stitch fabric is called reverse 
stocking stitch. When a purl stitch is worked 





Reverse stocking stitch is worked in the same way 
as stocking stitch. The right side is the purl side. 



the yarn is held at the front of the work 
rather than at the back of the work as with 
the knit stitch. 

How to work the purl stitch 

1 Insert the right needle through the front of 
the first stitch on the left needle from right to 
left and wrap the working yarn around the tip 
of the needle as shown. 

2 With the tip of the right needle, pull the 
yarn through the loop on the left needle. 

3 Slip the old loop off the left needle, leaving 
a new stitch on the right needle. This 
completes the purl stitch. Continue in the 
same way until all the stitches on the left 
needle have been purled. This completes one 
purl row.

Shaping 



You shape your knitting by adding or 
subtracting stitches from the rows, as you 
work. There are various methods of adding 
and subtracting stitches to create different 
styles and effects. 

Increasing 

The first two increasing techniques given 
below are usually used near the edges of the 
knitting for side shaping. All the increases 
are shown worked on a knit row, but the 
same simple principles can be applied to a 
purl row. 

^ SIMPLE INCREASE 

Knit into the front of the stitch in the usual 
I way. But before slipping the old stitch off the 

needle, knit into the back of the stitch, 
forming two stitches on the right needle. 

i 

MAKING A STITCH 

I This method is different from a simple 

increase in that it does not use an existing 
stitch to make another stitch. It is 
abbreviated as M1 in patterns. Pick up the 
horizontal loop between two stitches and 
work into the back of it to make a stitch, as 
shown. To make two stitches, referred to as 
M2 in patterns, work into the front of the 
loop after first working into the back of it. 

INVISIBLE INCREASE 

This is ideal for increasing in the middle of a 
row as it is virtually invisible. Insert the tip of 
the right needle into the front of the stitch 
below the next stitch to be knitted and knit it.

Making a stitch

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Decreasing 

Decreases are made by working two stitches 
as one. The joined loops of knitting slope 
either to the right or left depending on the 
technique used. If used for decorative 
purposes, decreases are carefully chosen to 
create the right detail. 

SIMPLE KNIT DECREASE (RIGHT) 

This forms a decrease that slopes to the 
right. Knit two stitches together by inserting 
the tip of the right needle through the next 
two stitches instead of one, and knitting 
these together as one stitch. This is called 
k2tog. 

SIMPLE KNIT DECREASE (LEFT) 

This forms a decrease that slopes to the left. 
Knit two stitches together but insert the tip 
of the right needle through the back of the 
stitches. This is called k2tog tbl. 

ALTERNATIVE KNIT DECREASE (LEFT) 

This also forms a decrease that slopes to the 
left. Slip one stitch knitways onto the right 
needle without knitting it. knit the next stitch, 
then pass the slipped stitch over the knit 
stitch and off the right needle. 

SIMPLE PURL DECREASE (RIGHT) 

This forms a right slope on the knit side of 
the fabric. Insert the needle purlways 
through two stitches and purl them together 
as one stitch - called p2tog. 

Although the knit decreases shown above 
can be adapted to create purl decreases (by 
simply purling instead of knitting the 
stitches) both increases and decreases are 
usually worked on the knit rows where 
possible, except for intricate stitch textures 
or knitted lace.

Casting off 



Once you have completed your knitting, you 
will need to finish off the work. This is known 
as casting off. The stitches can be cast off as 
they are knitted, purled or worked in a 
pattern stitch, but the method is the same. 
The simple knit cast-off is shown below.

How to cast off 

Be careful when casting off not to do so too 
tightly. You can use a size larger needle to 
avoid this, if you wish. 

1 Knit the first two stitches. Then pick up 
the first stitch with the tip of the left needle 
and pass it over the second stitch and off the 
right needle all together, to leave one stitch 
on the right handle. 

2 Now knit the next stitch so there are two 
stitches again on the right needle. Cast off 
another stitch by repeating step 1. 

3 Continue to cast off stitch by stitch across 
the row until only one stitch remains. Break 
the yarn, draw the end through the last 
stitch, and slip the stitch off the needle. Pull 
the yarn to fasten off. The tail end will be 
darned in later during making up. 
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Finishing touches 



There are a number of useful tips and 
techniques that will help ensure a 
professional finish on your garment. 

Blocking 

When you have finished the various parts of 
the garment, they should be pressed. Check 
the ball band for any pressing instructions. 
Pin out each piece of knitted fabric, wrong 
side uppermost, on an ironing sheet and 
check the measurements against the pattern 
instructions. Then block out each piece by 
pinning around the edges, to the size 
required. Lightly press in place, with a clean, 
damp cloth between the iron and the 
knitting. Avoid pressing the ribbing as this 
lessens its elasticity. 

Seams 

The majority of garments are made up with a 
backstitch seam, which gives a tailored 
finish. For baby garments and delicate 
fabrics, use a flat seam. For ribbing, use 
invisible seams. 

BACKSTITCH SEAM 

Place the two pieces of fabric right sides 
together, and pin in position. Sew together 
with a row of backstitches, worked one stitch 
in from the edge, as shown.

FLAT SEAM 

Place the two pieces of fabric right sides 
together, and pin in position. Sew together 
with loose oversewing stitches, matching 
ridge to ridge. 



INVISIBLE SEAM 

With the right sides of the knitting facing you, 
place the two pieces of fabric side by side. 
Stitch together as shown, working one stitch 
from each edge in turn, as shown. 
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Buttonholes and buttonbands 

If your garment has separately worked 
button and buttonhole bands, you should first 
pin the fronts to the back at shoulder seams. 
Then pin the bands to the front, taking care 
to ensure that the lower edge of the garment 
forms a straight edge. One stitch should be 
taken from the band and the cardigan to 
form the seam. 

REINFORCED CARDIGAN BANDS 

You can create a really professional finish on 
a cardigan by reinforcing the front bands with 
grosgrain-ribbon facings. First, pin a facing 
in place on the wrong side of each band, 
taking care not to stretch the knitting. 
Slipstitch the facings in place, as shown. On 
the buttonhole band, cut the buttonholes in 
the facing to match the buttonholes on the 
garment and work buttonhole stitch around 
each one using a matching sewing thread. 
Sew the buttons to the button band in 
corresponding positions. 




BUTTONHOLES 

To knit a horizontal buttonhole, work to the 
position of the buttonhole, bind off one, two 
or three stitches, then work to the end of the 
row. On the next row, cast on the same 
number of stitches over those cast-off. On 
the following row. pick up the loose thread at 
the base of the buttonhole, work the next 
stitch and pass the picked up stitch over it.

To make a vertical buttonhole, divide the 
stitches at the buttonhole position and 
work an equal number of rows on each set 
of stitches, then join up with a row of 
stitches worked right across.

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Neckbands 

When you work the neck trimming on a 
garment, you will usually have to pick up 
stitches along the edge of the knitting. The 
following tips help to create a tidy edging. 

On a V-neck sweater, a neat appearance 
is achieved by keeping a single knit stitch up 
the centre front, on the right side of the 
work. To do this, pick up an even number of 
stitches on each side of the V and one at the 
centre front, so when you work in k1, p1 rib, 
this centre stitch will always be a k1. The V is 
shaped by working a decrease on each side 
of the centre k1. 

It is easiest to pick up stitches evenly if 
you divide the edge with pins. If you have 60 
stitches to pick up. for example, along the 
front slope off a cardigan, you can divide this 
into 10 equal sections with pins and pick up 
six stitches in each section. 




Dividing the neck evenly 

Picking up and knitting stitches 

When you pick up and knit along cast-off 
stitches across the front and back of the 
neck, knit through both loops. This will avoid 
loose stitches and ladder-like holes. 

A shaped edge where decreases have 
been worked has an alternate long and short 
stitch. Knit through all loops as required, 
spacing them evenly, but work twice into 
long loops for more stitches or omit some of 



the long loops for less. When picking up and 
knitting stitches along the straight side of the 
neck (through rows), insert the needle 
through both loops.

Picking up dropped stitches 

If a stitch is accidentally dropped, it is easiest 
to use a crochet hook to pick it up. even if it 
has unravelled a few rows down. To pick up 
knit stitches, insert the hook into the 
dropped stitch, catch the bar lying above the 
dropped stitch and pull it through. To pick up 
purl stitches, simply turn the work over and 
use the same method as for knit stitches. 

Joining in new yarn 

Whenever possible, join a new ball of yarn at 
the beginning of a row. Where a new ball of 
yarn has to be joined in the middle of a row. 
you can make a neat join by splicing the yarn. 
Unravel a short length of the yarn from the 
old ball and the new one, and cut away a 
strand or two from each. Twist the remaining 
strands together to make one thickness of 
yarn. Knit carefully through this join, 
trimming off any stray ends.

Pot holder 



O This little pot holder is worked in three 
colours, and forms a pocket to insert your 
hand. The colourwork pattern is created by 
slipping stitches and using only one colour in 
each row. Slipstitch colourwork patterns form 
a dense fabric that is perfect for pot holders. 

You will need 

• Patons Diploma Gold DK: 

1 X 50g ball in MS - dark blue (shade 
no. 6169) 

Small amount in each of 1st C - light 
olive green (shade no. 6253); and 2nd C - 
denim blue (shade no. 6136) 

• Pair of 3V4mm (US 3) knitting needles 

• 2cm (3/4in) diameter curtain ring 

Tension and finished size 

• 22 stitches and 38 rows to 10cm (4in) over 
pattern using 3V4mm (US 3) needles. 

• Pot holder measures 20.5cm (Sin) square. 

Main section (make 2) 

With 3V4mm (US 3) needles and MS. cast on 
43 sts. 

Starting with a k row, work in stocking st for 
2 rows, ending with RS facing for next row. 
Join in 1st C and patt thus: 

Row 1 (RS) Using 1st C. k1, *sl 1 purlways. 
k3; rep from * to last 2 sts. si 1 purlways. k1. 
Row 2 Using 1st C, k1. bring yarn to front 
(WS) of work, *sl 1 purlways, p3; rep from * 
to last 2 sts, si 1 purlways, k1. 

Join in 2nd C. 

Row 3 Using 2nd C, k3. *sl 1 purlways, k3; 
rep from * to end. 



Row 4 Using 2nd C, k1, p2, *sl 1 purlways, p3; 
rep from * to last 4 sts. si 1 purlways. p2. k1. 
Rows 5 and 6 As rows 1 and 2 but using MS. 
Rows 7 and 8 As rows 3 and 4 but using 1st C. 
Rows 9 and 10 As rows 1 and 2 but using 
2nd C. 

Rows 1 1 and 12 As rows 3 and 4 but using MS. 
These 12 rows form patt. 

Rep rows 1 to 12, 4 times more. 

Break off 1st and 2nd C and cont using 
MS only. 

SHAPE END BORDER 

Place marker at beg of last row. 

Next row (RS) *K2, k2tog tbl; rep from * to 
last 3 sts. k3 (33 sts). 

Work in garter st for 5 rows, inc 1 st at each 
end of next and foil 2 alt rows (39 sts). Cast off. 

Side border 

With RS facing. 3V4mm (US 3) needles and 
MS, knit up 31 sts down row-end edge of one 
piece, from marker to cast-on edge. 

Work in garter st for 5 rows, inc 1 st at each 
end of next and foil 2 alt rows (37 sts). Cast off. 
Work one side border on other piece in same 
way. (Each piece has borders along two sides.) 

Make up 

Press following instructions on ball band. 

Lay pieces WS facing so that there is a 
border all around holder and join shaped 
row-end edges of Borders. Neatly slip stitch 
cast-on and row-end edges in place, leaving 
one cast-on edge open. 

Using MS, work buttonhole st over curtain 
ring and attach to a top corner. 
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Cushion cover 



O This elegant black, white and grey 
rectangular cushion looks good in both 
traditional and contemporary settings. Combine 
it with other monochrome cushions for a cool 
urban look, or put it with bright, strong plain 
colours so that it creates a focal point on a sofa 
or bed. The slipstitch colourwork is easy to knit 
because only one colour is used in a row. 

You will need 

• Patons Diploma Gold DK: 

3 X 50g balls in MS - black (shade no. 
061831 

2 X 50g balls in each of 1st C - grey 
(shade no. 06184); and 2nd C - cream 
(shade no. 06142) 

• Pair each of 33/4mm (US 5) and 4mm (US 
6) knitting needles 

• 36cm X 48cm (14in x 19in) cushion pad 

Tension and finished size 

• 22 stitches and 30 rows to 10cm (4in) over 
stocking stitch using 4mm (US 6) needles. 

• Completed cushion cover measures 36cm 
X 48cm (14in x 19in). 

Special abbreviations 

sL2 = slip next 2 sts purlways. 
wyib = with yarn in back (WS) of work, 
wyif = with yarn in front (WS) of work. 

Sides (make 2 ] 

With 33/4mm (US 5) needles and MS, cast on 
76 sts. 

Work in garter st for 2 rows, ending with RS 
facing for next row. 



Joining in and breaking off colours as 
required, patt thus: 

Change to 4mm (US 6) needles 

Row 1 (RS) Using 1st C, *k4, sL2 wyib; rep 

from * to last 4 sts, k4. 

Row 2 Using 1st C, *p4, sL2 wyif; rep from * 
to last 4 sts, p4.

Cast off 5 [5. 5. 6. 6. 6] sts at beg of next 6 [4. 
2. 8, 6. 4] rows, then 6 [6. 6, 0. 7. 7] sts at beg 
of foil 2 [4.

Work 1 row. 

Dec 1 St at armhole edge of next 5 [5. 5, 7, 7, 
7] rows, then on foil 10 [11. 12. 12. 14. 15] alt 
rows (40 [41. 44. 46. 48. 49] sts).

Complete to match Left Front, reversing 
shapings, working an extra row before start 
of armhole, neck and shoulder shaping.

ending with RS facing for next row.

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows (76 [80, 

84. 86 . 90. 94] sts). 

Dec 1 st at each end of next and foil 20 [22. 
24. 27. 29. 31] alt rows, then on foil 3 [3. 3. 1. 
1, 1] rows, ending with RS facing for next 
row. Cast off rem 28 sts. 

Make up 

Press following instructions on ball band. 

Join both shoulder seams. 

Neck border 

With RS facing, 23 / 4 mm (US 2) needles and 
MS, starting and ending at front opening 
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edges, knit up 22 [23. 24. 29. 30. 31] sts up 
right side of neck. k38 [40. 42. 44, 46. 48] 
from back inc 1 st at centre, then knit up 22 
[23. 24. 29, 30, 31] sts down left side of neck 
(83 [87. 91. 103, 107, 111] sts).

Right glove 

With double-pointed 3V4mm (US 3) needles 
and C. cast on 38 [44] sts, distributing sts 
evenly over 3 needles (12 [15] sts on first 2 
needles and 13 [14] sts on 3rd needle).

SHAPE THIRD FINGER 

Next round (RS) Rejoin yarn and k next 5 [6] 
sts after second finger from holder, leave 
next 8 [10] sts on holder, cast on 2 sts, k rem 
5 [6] sts on holder, then knit up 2 sts from 
base of second finger (14 [16] sts].
